S IR NORMAN ANOSLL. British author, econo¬ 
mist. pectflst and former member of parlla- 
menL in a recent lecture arraigned the present 
world system of educalton. wbicb. hs sakL wae 
largely respMixlbje for the deprcielon. He declared 
It has failed, amqng other things, to prepare ths 
masses to undsrstand the most eirmamary tco- 
nomlc facte. 

He Meo assailed Ute viotent nationalism of 
■ur^. i>red|cUng that it may end by making 
elvUizatlon impoialble Education. 8ir Norman 
said, haa encotfraged national batreda rather than 
warning againot them. 

"It te obvious.* be oooUnued, "that national- 
tem in Europe te one of tbe cauaca of dtelntegra- 
tlon. and education ought to warn Ite subjects 
against falling intq the eon of traps that natkme 
have (alien into. But educatloo. for the most 
part, does noC German educaUoo. just after 
the revol u t io n, did dnake the effort, but )t docs 
not seem to have tested. Wiedom has failed ip 
Europe, and presumably education has Itf part 
In the -bteffle.* 

Sir Norman eaM that be doukrigd whether the 
object of educatlob to-day Is to prepare ua to 
undertUnd the kind of world in which w* lire.
